While we are confident that most of our information is 
accurate, it is possible that we have mafe sone errors, Often 
we had te pièce evidence together end make “uducated guesses," 
Thus, while every effort has been made to verity the accuracy of 
the origin of the street nanes, it ie possible that some are not 
correct, Hewever, we are confitent that this would be true of 


only a few of the álmost 500 streete mentioned in this report, 


It should ais: be nected that the various sumbere4 and lettered 


streets ere not mentioned for ebviovs reasons.

New Jersey's counties are well reprseentc.. (Essex, Morris, 


Sussex) as are the various states and cities (New York, Pennsylvania, 


| Boston, Norfoik). Certain foreign places appser, especially in some 


| of the exotic street names at Fort Newark (Calcutta, Panama, Suez). 


Nature is represented with many streets named after trees 
(Elm, Walnut, Maplé); mineralg (Silver, Stone, Coal); directions 
(South, West End,, North Ena); end geography (High, River, Ridge). 

One of the most interesting aspects of the street names took 


place during World War I when many of the old German streets "Down 


T Neck," such as Bremen, Hamburg, Dresden and Frankfort were replaced 
f with names of our allies in the war. On June 27, 1918 the city 


| of Newark changed the above names to Mexrue, Wilson, London and

every case it was the newly annexed areas which changed their 


{nanes to avoid any duplication. 
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iii Vailuburg, for exenple, Beach St became Mead St, Wall St. 


became Stuyvesant Ave., Washington Ave, changed to Carolina Ave, etc. 


However, en exception was that Sanford Ave. in Vailsburg kept its 
name aid what was Sanford Ave. in Newark was changed to Shenley Ave.
